. Relations Committee staff, and received from him the draft itinerary dated 
1 November of the Near East survey trip by Seth Tillman, of the Committee 
staff, and Ashworth together with a letter from Chairman Fulbright requesting 
the same coordination with our field stations as members of his staff have 
enjoyed in the past. 

I briefed Ashworth in general terms on the present military situation 
in the Middle East and requested that he not attempt to meet separately with 
Agency representatives^^^^^H I told him the work load on all our 
people in the area at this time is extremely heavy and it would be appreciated 
that requests be made through the Ambassador for any special meetings 
desired. He told me they would try not to be a burden and would limit requests 
to those determined essential and agreeable to the Ambassador.
